You are not ignorant of the atro- 
cious acts they have committed | in your Villages, 
where the houſes burnt, the women and mai- 
dens violated, children butchered in the cradle, 
or Mt the breaſt, preſent the moſt horrid picture. 

23. A declaration of the Rights of Man was 
agree to. by the Convention. It conſiſted of

We are engaged in a. conteſt, on the iſſue of 
which depends the maintenance of our conſtitu- 

tion, laws, and religion, and the ſecurity of all 
eivil ſociety. You muſt have obſerved with 
ſatisfackion 
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ſatisfaction, the advantages which have been 
obtained by the arms of the Allied Powers, and 
the change which has taken place in the general 
ſituation of Europe ſince the commencement of 
the war. The United Provinces have been pro- 
rected from invaſion, the Auſtrian Netherlands 
have been recovered and maintained, and places 
of conſiderable importance have deen acqufred 
on the frontiers of France. The re- capture of 
Mentz, and the ſubſequent ſucceſſes of the al- 
lied armies on the Rhine, have, notwithſtanding 
the advantages recently obtained in that quarter, 
proved highly beneficial to the common cauſe. 
Powerful efforts have been made by my allies 
on the ſouth of Europe. — The temporary poſ- 
ſeſſion of the town and port of Toulon, has re- 
cently diſtreſſed the operations of my enemies; 
and in the circumſtances attending the evacuation 
of that place, an important and deciſiuve blow 
has been given to their naval power, by the 
conduR, abilities, and fpirit of my comman- 

ders, officers-and forces both by ſea and land. 
The French have been driven from their poſ- 
ſeſions and fiſheries at Newfoundland; and im- 
portant and valuable acquiſitions have been 
made both in the Eaſt and Weſt Indies. At fea 
our: ſuperiority has been undiſputed, and our 
commerce ſo effectually protected, that the lofſes 
ſuſtained have been inconſiderable in proportion 
to its extent, and the captures made on the con- 
tracted trade of the enemy.— The circumſtances 
by which the further progreſs of the allies has 
been hitherto impeded, not only prove the ne- 
cCetſſity of vigour and perſeyerance on our part, 
| but at the ſame time to confirm the WN 

of ultimate ſycceſs. 

Our 
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Our enemies have derived the means of tem- 
Paging exertion from à ſyſtem which has en- 
abled them to diſpoſe arbitrarily of the lives and 
Property of a numerous people, and which 
openly violates every reſtraint of juſtice, hu- 
manity, and religion. But theſe efforts produc- 
tive as they neceſlarily have been ef internal 
diſcontent and confuſion in France, have alſo 
tended rapidly to exhauſt the natural and real 
ſtrength of that country. — Although I cannot 

but regret the neceſſary continuance of the war, 

I thould ill conſult the intereſt of my people, it 
I were deſirous of peace on any grounds but 

ſuch as may provide for the permanent ſafety, 

and for the independence and ſecurity of Eu- 
rope. The attainments of thoſe ends is ſtill 
obitructed by the prevalence of a ſyſtem in 
France equally incompatible with the happineſs 
of that country, and with the tranquillity of all 
other nations. Under this impreſſion, I thought 
proper to make a declaration of the views and 
Principles by which I am guided. —I have or- 
dered a copy of this declaration to be laid 
before you, together with copies of ſeveral con- 
ventions and treaties with different powers, by 
which you will perceive how large a part of 
Europe is united in a caufe of ſuch general 
concern. I reflect with unſpeakable ſatisfaction. 
on the ſteady loyalty and firm attachment to the 
eſtabliſhed conſtitution, and government, Which, 
notwithſtanding the continual efforts employed 
to miſlead and to feduce, have been ſo generally 
prevalent among all ranks of my people. Theſe 
ſentiments have been eminently manifeſted in 
the zeal and alacrity of the militia to provide 
for our internal defence, and the diſtinguiſhed 5 
bravery 
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bravery and ſpirit difplayed on various occaſions 
both by ſea and land. They have maintained 
the luſtre of the Britiſh name, and have ſhewn 
themſelves worthy of the bleſſings which it is 
the object of all our exertions to preſerve. 
Gentlemen of the Houſe of Commons, 
1 have ordered the neceſſary eſtimates and 
accounts to be laid before you; and I am per- 
ſuaded you will be ready to make ſuch proviſron 
as the exigencies of the time may require. 1 
feel too ſenſibly the repeated proofs which I have 
received of the affection of my ſubjects not to 
jament the neceſſity of any additional burthens. 
It is, however, a great conſolation to me to 
_ obſerve the favourable ſtate of the revenue, and

In all your deliberations you will undoubtedly 
bear in mind the true grounds and origin of the 
war.
